BRIDGEPORT, O.. May 24.— The 
biggest saloon 
in the world will 
go out of business Monday when 
Ohio becomes dry under an am end­ 
ment to the state constitution. 
It is located in this little city of 
4,200 souls

river from Wheeling. W. Va. It is 
owned and operated by Sam I nger- 
leider. 
The saloon employs seventy-seven 
bartenders and clerks and has 216 
feet of bar. For the past year or 
two its average daily bank deposits 
have been 5.000 .or $1,600,000 a 
year. The saloon has made Bridge­ 
port one of the show places of tile 
Ohio valley. 
Ungerleider is 36 years ot age. 
He is a millionaire and says he 
never smoked or drank intoxicating 
liquor.
